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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/9/09 
has been entered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, Applicant's amendments and Applicant's arguments are sufficient to 
place the instant claims in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claim 8, directed to the process of making or using an allowable 
product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 6/15/06 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
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subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is W097/35548. '548 teaches 
hair conditioning shampoo compositions containing a specific surfactant component 
comprising an ethoxylated alkyl sulfate surfactant having from about 1 to about 8 moles 
of ethoxylation and an amphoteric surfactant with insoluble, dispersed, nonionic silicone 
and a select soluble cellulosic cationic polymer hair conditioning agent. See Abstract. 
However, '548 does not teach the use of an amphiphatic amide lipid or a composition 
having the specific pH as recited by the instant claims. Additionally, Applicant has 
provided data in the instant specification which shows the unexpected and superior 
properties of the claimed invention in comparison to compositions falling outside the 
scope of the instant claims. Specifically, Applicant has provided data on page 29, Table 
2 of the instant specification which shows that compositions falling within the scope of 
the instant claims provide to hair unexpected and superior foaming speed, lubricated 
feeling of foam and resilience and strength of hair in comparison to compositions falling 
outside the scope of the instant claims. Accordingly, since Applicant has provided data 
showing the unexpected and superior properties of the claimed invention in comparison 
to compositions falling outside the scope of the instant claims, the instant claims are 
deemed allowable.
